commodity and diſcommodity that 
oltentimes ſpringeth aud com- 
meth thereof. | 


| ORASMVCH as Health is 
ZI profitable. and pleafant to all 
ment ſince that all Men doe con- 

0 N. er W and pray eitllet for 
dk reſtitution or continuance of 
: theſame: And _ how that it is 
the pro of Nature, on ely to fight and ſtriue 
2 allt all Jleaſes: and likevriſe 1 how thatthe 
Phiſition is but the Miniſter and ſeruant of Na- 
ture: ſeruing either to apply ſuch things to her 
as may bee vſed to deſtroy the Diſeaſe with all: 
or elſe by taking away the greateſt part of the ſame 
matter which cauſeth and maintaineth the ſicknes: 
and therfore it is very meet & neceſſary, for eu cry 
phiſition, that before ſuch time as he do take 4 on 
him to miniſter any thing at all to the ſicke perſo n, 
dilligently to learn & * to ſearch out, * th 
0 
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the Originall & principall cauſe ofthe Di ſeaſe: in 
which, if hee bee ignorant then it is more by good 
Fortune, then by any Cunning or Skill, that hee 
doe cure any manner of diſeaſe at all: for how 
is it poſsible to help nature, with that thing which 
ſhe had need of, except it bee firſt of all knowne 
what ſnee needeth? which none can perfectly vn- 
derſtand or know except the chiefe cauſe of the diſ- 
caſe be firſt manifeſtly known vntohim, inſomuch 
thathe may not miniſter things directly contrary 
to the cauſe ofthe ſame diſeaſe. And therefore I do 
reatly lament the ignorance ofthe cõmon ſort of 
| vor „who (for the moſt part) are perſwaded, 
that one Medicine is ſufficient for one diſcaſe, and 
not regarding that one diſeaſe may come of ſun- 
dry cauſes: & therefore it doth neceſſarily require 
diuers Medicinesſ as for example) Weaknes of the 
Sromacke (that it cannot digeſt wel, or that it hath 
no good apetite)is a diſeaſe which may come a do- 
zen ſeuerall wayes at the leaſt: Therefore the Cure 
of that diſeaſe, cannot alwaies bee cured with one 
onely Medicine. As alſo, if that Weakenes of the 
ſtomacke doe come of a. weake diſtemperatute of 
itſelfe oncly, then ir muſt of neceſsity be made hot 
by one meanes or other. But if that heate bee the 
cauſe of the weakenes thereof: then it muſt be coo- 
led with ſome cold Medicine that is meet for it, 
So that you muſt be ſure alwayes, for to moyſten 
drynes, and to drye vp moiſture, | 
But if Weakenes doe come, of ſome ſuperfluous 
humor that doth, abounde, which hath flowed 
5 Ts into. 
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into the ſtomacke, or that hath bin there ingedred! 
then muſt that ill humor of neceſſity bee purged 
out, either by avomir, or elſe a Purgation, with a 
meeke medicine for it. And if that it happen to be 
a Fleagme: it muſt be holpen with ſuch a medicine 
as vtterly expelleth Fleagme. But if that Choller be 
abounding then there muſt of neceſſity be vſed, 
ſuch a medicine as doth purge Choller. And like- 
wiſe for Melancholines, a meet Purgation muſt be 
vſed toe xpell the humour thereof. But if that the 
Imbecillity of the ſtomack be cauſed by a Diſtilla- 
tion and thewme that fallerh out of the head into 
it: then is che cure to be remedyed in the head, and 
not in the ſtomacke. Likewiſe if the Diſtempera- 
ture of the Liuer or Splecne, doe weaken the Sto- 
macke: then the cure thereof, conſiſteth onely in 
the healing of thoſe inembets, and not of the mi- 
niſtring any thing for the ſte macłe at al. 
Thereſore letno man thinłe it ſufficient for the 
Phiſition, it that he doe perfectly know that a man 
hath ſuch a diſeaſe, as the Ague, the Chollicke, the 
Flux, or ſome other ſuch like & c. that then he may 
preſently (if he be skilſull ) miniſter a meet medi- 
cine for it. No, not ſa, but he muſt fiiſt ſearch out 
by all meanes poſſibly he may, the very cauſa itſelf 
of the diſeaſe. The which many ignorant people 
doe perſwade themſelses, that a skilſull Phiſition 
may doe in all Diſeaſes, by the ſight, of the Vr 
onely. But alas, they are altogither deceiued: 
and as for to come to the knowledg of the cauſe of 


ſome inward diſeaſes of the body, the Vrin pro- 
„„ B 2 fiteth 
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ſiteth nothing at all. For in moſt inwarde diſcaſes 
of the Body, there ought as great a regard to bee 
taken of the Pulſes, and of the liſpoſition & ſtate 
of the braine of him that is ſicke, as there ſhould be 
had of the Vrin it ſelſe. 

Alſo, the Egeflions, Sweat, Spittle, and o- 
ther excrements, are not to be neglected, inſomuch 
that at ſome times they doe declare the cauſe of the 
D iſeaſe, and the ſtate thereof, when the Vin doth 
not ſhew any thing at all. 

Likewiſe, ſor example in a Pluriſie, or an infla- 
mation of the Langs, or in a Squinancie, or ſuch 
like, there is much more to be known by the Spittle, 
then there is by the Vin. 

Moreouer, ina Zeſke, or in a bloudy Flux, or 
in a Colite or luliate, there is more cettaintie 
of iudgement to be giuen by Egeſtion or ordere , 
then there is by in. Which thinges; thaſe that 
are not altogither adicted to their owne fantaſics 
may eaſily by good reaſon be perſwaded to credit 
it: for Vrin is nothing elſe, but only the Watery & 
waſhy part of the blood, ſor it is ſeperated from the 
blould in the Liuer, & ſucked from thence into the 
Reines, from whence it diſtilleth downe into the 
Bladder , and ſo paſſeth forth. Seeing therefore 
that Vin is the excrement that is ſeperated from 
the blood; thore is good cauſe why it ſhould ſhew 
the ſtate ofthe Liuer, and alſo of the blood in all 
parts ofthe body, & it can likewiſe declare the full 
ſtate of all the members which it paſſerh by: as of 
the Reiuer, the Bladder, and ſuch like. | 


But 
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But certainly, in other diſeaſes that be out of the 
Veines, and be diſtant from the places by which 
che Vrin paſſeth. There is no certaine iudgment 
to be giuen by the Vin, vnleſſe the vehemencie of 
the dilcaſe haue infected either the blood or the 
Liuer after ſome ſort: Vet neuertheleſſe, ſuch is the 
ignorance of many people, for that they thinke 
him worthy of no eſtimation in the knowledge of 
Phiſicke , that cannot at the firſt ſight of the Vvin, 
(although it hath bene carried 20. miles) tell whe- 
ther it be the water of a Man or a Woman, & how 
the diſeaſe grieueth the patient better then him- 

ſelfe, and whether he or the ſhall live or dye, what 
diſcaſe ſoeuer it be of, which things vndoubted- 
ly in diuers Diſeaſes, are impoſſible to be known by 
the onely ſight and inſpection of the in. 

Therefore it is very neceſſary & fit for all thoſe 
that will take vpon them to miniſter Phiſiete (moſt 
duely and rightfully amongſt other things ) to ob- 
ſerue well theſe 4. rules next following. (viz.) 

1 To ſee the ſicke perſon, & to conferre with him 
or her ( which foeuer it be) for there is none that 
canſo well declare any griefe (whatſocuer it be) as 
he himſelfe can that is troubled or grieued there- 
with. 

2. To view and feele all the pulſes of the ſicke per- 
ſon, and to obſerue well the ſtate of them. 

3. To view very diligently all the excrements, 
not onely the Vrin, but alſo the Spertle, Sweate , 
and Or dure. 

4. And laſt of all, to haue a reſpect to the place 


where 
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where the griefe is and to conſider well all the adi- 
dents that doe ariſe thereof; not omitting to know 
the former diet and courſe of life ,.:which the ſicke 
perſon hath vſed. | 

Theſe thinges then being diligently & ſeueral. 
ly noted, the Phiſition may more certainly learne 
the chiefeſt cauſe of the diſeaſe, the ſtrengeh there- 
of, and to what end it will come vnto, then by ſec. 
ing the Vrin onely, and alſo by what meanes hee 
may miniſter a meet medicinefor it, wherebytho 
ſicke perſon may ſoone finde eaſe, and ho purchaſo 
vnto himſelfe exceeding great fame, 

Thus haue I partly declared, what things aughe 
to bee knowne of cuery Phiſition, that thereby he 
might withdraw & take away the ford and fooliſh 
opinion, that a great number of people doe deems 
to be true, that is, that the ſight olche Vrin is ſuf- 
ficient inough , for a cunning Phiſition, perfe&t] 
to know the diſeaſe of the ſicke, and tho true eauſe 
thereof, and to miniſter apt medicines for it, And 
now I ceaſe to ſpeake any more hereof, but l will 
as briefely as I may, entreat ſomewhat᷑ of the vis 
and benifit that doth ariſe and come, of Baud. 
letting and purging, and I would wiſh all thoſe 
that doe practiſe the ſame, to be earefull thereof, 
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The vſe of Blood letting, 


and of the Commodities 
thereof. -- . 


IRS it is to he noted that if the body of a 
man doe abound with humors, which are 
ready to opreſſe nature, then whether there 
be any ſicknes in the body preſent, by meanes of 
them, or if there bee but danger of ſicknes, thoſe 
humors muſt be euacuated out of the body, either 
by Blaod- letting, Purging, Vomit, Sweating, Baths, 


. orelſe by ſome other kinde of euacuation. But 


I willſpeake here onely of euacuation by Blaed- 
letting and Purging, and firſt, of all of Blood- 
letting. | 
There bee diuers things to be conliderered of, 
before Blood-lexing as the age of the patient, the 
Complexion, the time of the yeare, the Region, 
the Cuſtome the ſtrength, and the vehemency of 
the diſeaſe. | 
1 The age moſt be conſidered, becauſe Children 
vnder 14. yeares of age, and aged perſons may 
not be let blood valeſſs great —_ require it, 
2 The Complexion is to be noted, b - 
| on- 


ecauſe a hot 
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cor»plexion hath large Veines, and aboundeth 
wich much bloud,and they may therefore forbeare 
a good quantity ot blood: But cold complexions 
haue narrow Veines, and little blood, and there- 
fore their euacuation mnſi be ſmall. 

3 The time of the yeare muſt be very well mar⸗ 
ked that the weather be not too hot nor too cold, 
and therefore the ſpring time is the moſt apt time 
for Bloodletting, becauſe that then it is temperate. 

4 The region and Countty is to bee ſpoken of, 
becauſe it is to be noted, that if the region be ver 
hot, or elſe very colde, it is not good to let pf 
but a temperate region is moſt meet of all for it. 

5 Cuſtome is not to be neglected, for thereby we 
may know thatthey that haue bin accuſtomed to 
blecde , may better fuffer Blood. letting then 
thoſe that were neuer letten blood at any time be- 
fore. 4 

6 The ſtrength of the perſon muſt be regarded 
for if their be great weaknes, then it is very dan- 
gerous to let blood at all, except great neceſlity 
compelleth. 

Alſo the vehemeney of the diſeaſe is worthy 
A? 4 marked: for if it he a vehement diſeaſe, then 
you muſt let blood forthwith, if the former cir- 
cumſtances will permit it. | 

Theſe things being conſidered, if they will per- 
mit Bloud-letting, and if it be in a ncedfull cauſe, 
then it ſhall be very neceſſary to know what ſigne 
the Moone is in, for you muſt take heed that ſhe 
be not in that ſigne that gouerneth that —_— 

where 
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wherein you intend to open the Veine, and alſo to 
foreſee that ſhe bein ſuch a ſigne as is good to let 
blood in. | | 

For the vſes and commodities of Blood-lettin 
are againſt theſe diſeaſes that are heere —. 

1 This is a generall Rule, that Blood - letting is a 
very good remedy for all diſeaſes that bee ingen- 
dred of aboundance flowing of eruption of blood, 
as be chieſely the Feauars called Sinochy. 

2 Alſo the Phrenſie, Sqinancy, Pluriſie, Perip- 
newmony, Opthalmie, & againſt all inflamations, 
and impoſtumations, engendred of blood in the 
Liuer, the Spleene, the feynes, the Wombe, the 

Shore, the Arme-holps,) tj Armes, the Legges: 
and to conclude, in all inward and outward parts, 
whereſoeuer the inflamation bee: Blood - letting is 
ood for it, whether it he nav preſont, or that there 
ke any danger that it will ſhortly ingender. 

3 Alſo Blood. letting is good in Feuers, whe- 
ther they be continuall or intermittent, inſomuch 
that the obſtructions & ſtoppings of the Veines, 
be cauſed of immederate replerion of the humors. 

Note alſo thet Blood- letting doth empty and 
euacuate from the body, all humors alike, as well 
the good as the bad. | 

And therefore it is chiefely to bee vſed, when 
there is too great an aboundauce of blood in the 
body and other humors, which doe ſtraine the 


Veynes, and that there is great danger and ieopar- 


dy in breaking of ſome Veine: or the bruſing out 


of ſome ſlune of blood, or of choaking, and to 
| | C extinguiſh 
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extinguiſh nafurall hear. And therefore in ſuch 
caſes, you muſt let bloud with all ſpeed, although 
the ſickneſſe be not already preſent. | 
For by letting of blood in due ſeaſon, the ſuper- 
fluous fulnes of the Veines, is brought into a very 
meane eſtate againe, and the paines that came of 
the fulnes and ſtretching of the veſſels, bee eaſed: 
and the heauines that was felt in the body is clean 
taken away, and the body is ligithened, and made 
more quick and nimble, to doe all fuch actions as 
Nature hath ordained it to doe. 0 

Alſo it cauſeth. Natute to haue a larger ſcope, 
and a frte paſſage; by optning and emptying of 
the ſtralght MW ayes and paſſages of the Veines and 
Arteries vi bed „. | | 

Laſt of all, if it bee done in time, it preuenteth 
divers and ſundry, diſeaſes, into which the body 
was both apt and ready to haue falle. 
Many more commodities might heere bee re- 
hearſed as concerning Blood - letting, which is 
done when neceſſity requireth, & as it ought to be 
done: but to conclude (omitting all other) Note 
this for a generall rule, that Blood. letting is very 
good againſt all kind of diſeaſes which be cauſed 
and engendred of blood, and nat onely when 
the diſeaſes are preſent, but alfo it is good letting 
of blood, to prevent any ſuch diſeaſes if they bee 
foreſeene or feared, alwaies i that there 
be none of theſe impediments aforeſaid, which do 
prohibit and forbid Blood · letting, except it be in 
grearneceſsity and extremity for then as the come 

mon. . 
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mon prouerbe is, Nese ſſita: non habet lie gem; that 
is, Neceſſity hath no Lawe. | 40 
Here would I leaue off to ſpeake of bloue-lerting, 

but that there commeth into my minde, the com- 
mon opinion ofthe ignorant people, which doe 
certainly belieue, that if any perſon be let bloud 
one yeare, that he muſt lilewiſe be let bloud euery 
yeare againe, or elſe hee is in (I cannot tell) how 
great danger: which fond opinion of theirs 
(whenceſocuer it ſprung at the firſt) is no more 
like to be true, then I ſhould ſay, when a man hath 
agreatwoundiby chance, in any part of his bo- 
dy, whereby he looſeth much blood, and that af- 
ter it is healed, hee muſt of neceſſity haue the like 
wound againe the nextyearce, to auoide as much 
bloud, or elſe he is in danger of great ſickneſſe or 
of death. Which opinion, if I my ſelfe did affirme 
it to be true, (although it be moſt falſe)yet I might 
vie the like reaſon and authority to defend it, that 
the common people doe vſe for theirs: for they can 
ſay nothing, if they be asked why they doe thinke 
ſo, but that =_ haue heard many ſay ſo. There 
foreI would wiſh that no man ſhgpld credit any 
longer this tond and fooliſh opitM®n , being moſt 
falſe, vnles he could ſhew — reaſon for it, which 
Jam very well aſſured of, no man can doe. 

Marry this I thinke, that like as Bloud · letting is 
not good againſt all diſeaſes, ſo alſo it is not good 
in al perſons but onely in thoſe that wil be content 
to vie afterwards a moderate and conuenient diet. 

Thoſe therefore that _ abound in blood, — 
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will be let blood to preſerue them from the danger . 
of any diſeaſe, which is like ſhortlyto enſue and 
moleſt them They muſt for a long time after, be 
content to vſe a moderate & conuenient dyet. For 
thoſe that be vntemperate and gluttons in meates, 
ot are great drunkards and wine · bibbers, they do 
not onely receiue no commodity at all by Blood - 
letting: but alſo often times they catch more hurt 
by it, then they ſhould haue had without it, for in 
three or foure daies ſpace after , they fill and ſtuffe 
themſelues with more raw iuices and humours , 
(by meanes of vnmeaſurable diet) then they had 
before, and oftentimes they doe dye chrough con- 
vulſion. ä 
And therefore note, that there is ſuch force and 

vertue in a moderate dyet, to eſchue and decline 
diſeaſes, that without the due obſeruation of it, 
Bloud. letting is of no purpoſe at all. And there- 
fore if the common ſaying of the people be true in 
any body, that they muſt of neceſſitie be let blood 
often, it is very true, but it is in ſuch as keepe an 
immoderate dyet, preſently after Bloud - letting, & 
therefore 1 do ertiſe all men to beware of ex- 
ceſſe in eating ad drinking after Bloud-· letting. 

Note alſo that after Bloud-· letting none ought 
to walke very faſt , or to runne, or to vic any vehe- 
ment exerciſe, but let him be quiet & reſt himſelfe, 
vntill ſuch time as his ſpirits ſhall be well refreſhed 
and quicted againe. 

Note alſo, that no perſon being let bloud, ought 
to lleepe immediately afte bloud · letting, but — 


— 
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kim keepe himſelfe both quiet and waking, and 
ing all oontemion and exerciſe of body and 
wk; $2abohitiwo hovers after letting of bloud, 
there maya licite foo dhe taken, but let it be ſuch 
as will make good ivice&nouriſhapace; and with- 
in foure. or ſiue houres after, Blood · letting, or 
ſomewhar afore. the patient may be permitted to 
ſleepe, ſo chat it be prouided for, and taken heede 
of, that he doe not turne himſelfe vpon that arme, 
where the veine was opened, and let him alſo take 
good heed that he doe not looſen the band, and 
ſo let the bloud flow out againe, and let him aſter. 
wards vſe a ſparing dyet, dayly inct eaſing it by 
little and little, vntill ſuch time as he be come to 
his accuſtomed ordinary dyet agaiue. 

And note alſo, that the. morning is themoſt 
mteeteſt time of all e levting , When cuery 
digeſtion is perfectly finiſhed, and the ſuperfluities 
& excrements of each of them fully auoyded out, 
which thinges of neceſſitv muſt be fore-ſeene, that 
they beſo. Or at the leaſt in a time of great ex- 
tremitie: the next apt time to let bloud in, is when 
the ſtomacke is ſomewhat emptie, & tliat is about 
ſixe or eight houres after meat. 

Thus much haue I entreated of as concerning 
Bloud-· letting, and now I am pnrpoſely minded to 
ſpeake ſomewhat of the vie and commodities that 
come of Purging. ; 
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Iora'much as it is very neceſſary to be ynder- 
' ſtood of all petſbns that cuery kinde of Pur- 
gation, hath that ſecrer.yertue and property 
in it ſelfe, that when it is receiued into a mans bo- 
dy and prouoked to exceciſe the vertue that it hath 
by naturall heat labouring to digeſt it, then doth 
it drawe vnto it all ſuch humovrs, jas it hath vertue 
and power to purge. 5 
And therefore a Purgation is an euacuation of 
vicious and corrupt humours, which doe often- 
times trouble and moleſt the body, but not of all 
corrupt and bad humours alike. 

For euery Purging medicine, doth drawe vnto 
it ſelfe one peculier and proper humour ( that is) 
eyther flegme or choller, or elſe melancholy or wa- 
try humours 55 by: 5 

And therefore thoſe perſons which be perfectly 
in health, ought not to take a purgation, ſince they 
doe not abound with corrupt humours, wherefore 
in thoſe, when the medicine findeth no ſuch ſuper- 
fluous humour as it hath vertue to draw, it con- 


ſumeth 
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for that cauſe whole folks are not to be purged by 
Purgations, but rather confounded and waſted : 
for it is manifeſt heereby, that Purgations be very 
dangerous to tem that are in perfect health, 
which thing is teſtified alſo of Hipoerates in the 37. 
Aphoriſme of his ſecond booke, where hee faith 
after this ſort; Qui corpore bene ſe habent hos purgare 
persculoſum eſt; that is, it is dangerous purging of 
thoſe that be in perfect health 
Alſo becauſe euery purging Medicine hath ver- 
tue to dra one peculiar humour, there is good 
heedand'care tobe taken, that ſuch a medicine be 
1 as hath vertue to dra out the humor a« 
ounding and moue other, or elſe in ſteed bf much 
good that of it ſelfe it would do, if it were eonue- 
niently miniſtred, it may contrariwiſe doc excce- 
| ding gteat hurt, and worke many inconueniences 
to the body: And according to the ſaying iof H. 
pocrates in the laſt Aphoriſme of his firſt Booke in 
this maner: S. qualia opportet purgari purgentar con. 
Fert; & facile ferant, diſficuiler, that is, if ſuch 
things be purged as ought to be it proſiteth, and 
may eaſily be ſuffered; but if it be contrariwiſe, it 
hurtech, and may ſcarcely be borne. 

Therefore ought diligent care aud heed to bee 
taken in the receiving of a Purgatien that it be mi- 
niſtred by a skilfull Phiſtion, that hath certainely 
found out hat humor it is that abonneeth. *- 

But alas the greateſt number of the common ſort 
of people, doe hold an opinion that if they = 
er aue 


hauc a medicine for alittle money which will pro- 
uoke them often to the ſtoole, what humor ſoeuer 
it be, and purgeth out, they perſwade themſelues 
that they are ſafe enough: howbeit I would wiſh 
them heereafter alwayes to haus in mind this ſay- 
ing of the moſt excellent Phiſition Hpocrazes in 
the three and thirty Aphoriſme of the firſt booke, 
Deiectianes non multitudine ſunt fl imamas, ſed ſi ta- 
lis aciiciantur. quali 4 conaueniunt that is: Egeſtions 
are not to be efteemed far their great quantity, but 
if ſuch humor be purged out as they ought to be 
(that is) ſuch yitious and corrupt humors as doe 
abound and be ſuperſinous in mans; body, then-is 
the body quieted for a long time after, if it he die · 
ted as aforeſaid. 5 . 
Ihere are diuers things chiefely to bee conſide- 
red of by euery Phifition,befnte ſuch time as he do 
miniſter any purgation to the ſicke perſons: as the 


quality and quantity of the humor, the ſtrength of 


him or her that is ſicke, the age, the time of the 
yeare, and laltly the diſeaſe. | . 
Firſt, the quality of the humot is greatly to bee 
conſidered alſo, that thereby hee may perfectly 
know what kind of humor is to bo euacuated and 
7 out, for it muſt be onely that which trou- 
leth the body, with ſuperfluous aboundance 
tnereof, 
Second, as if great aboundance of Flegme do 
moleſt & trouble the body, then he muſt of neceſſi- 
tie miniſter a medicine which purgeth Flegme: and 


ſo likewiſe for all other humors whatſoeuer, a- 
. bounding, 
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bounding in any part of the body. | 


Thirdly alſo hee that doth vndertake the mini- 
ſtring of any medicine, ought to haue great reſpect 
to the ſirength of the ſicke or diſeaſed perſon: for 
if he be very weake and feeble, there ought no Pur- 
gation at all to be miniſtred vnto him, becauſe all 
manner of Purgations doe both weaken nature & 
diminiſh ſtrength, and the ſtronger the ſicke per- 
ſon is, the more he is weakened thereby. 

Fourthly let all men therefore beware of vehe- 
ment and ſtrong Purgations, leaſt they put their 
lives in hazard and danger. Therefore by the age 
of the Patient, the Phiſition is put in minde, that 
children and old men ought not to receiue any 
Pu, gation except maruellous great neceſſity doe 
require it. ö . 

Fiftly the time ofthe yeare is not to be neglected, 
for there be ſome times of the yeare, whereinPur- 
gations ought not to be miniſtred, as in Sõmer, & 
eſpecially during the time of the Dog-daies, as 
they are moſt commonly called, & alſo during all 
the time that the Sun is in Leo; for then is nature 
burnt vp and made ſo weake withall, that ſhee is 
not able to ſuflgr the force and violence of aPur- 
gation: but the Spring time is the moſt meeteſt & 
principalleſt time in the — for the taking of 
Purgations, becauſo it is then temperate. Laſt of all 
the Phiſition ought diligently to behold and con- 
template the diſeaſe, that he knowing certainely 
what kind of diſeaſe it is, hee 8 tter finde 
out of what humor it is — for — 

t 
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If the Phiſition doe perceiue the diſeaſe to bee a 
ter cian Feuer, ſtraight- way hee knoweth that is 
cauſed of great aboundance of Choller, and there 
fore he muſt of neceſſity miniſter a meet medicine 
to purge Choller withall, & ſo likewiſe in all other 
diſeaſes. 

Note likewiſe, tliat if there be none of the impedi- 
ments aboue named, a Purgation is good to be mi- 
niſtred to al ſuch as haue aboundance of euil iuyce 
or corrupt humors in the body, for it draweth out 
all the bad humors that doe moleſt the body, and 
thereby doth reſtore it to his one eſtate againe. 

But if a Purgation bee miniſtred eyther to one 
that needeth it not, or at an inc onuenient time; or 
that it be ſuch a Medicine, as draweth not out the 
humours which then aboundeth, for if the medi- 
cine be vehement and very ſtrong, it wil ſurely put 
the Patient in great danger of his life. 

Theſe _ therefore ought to bee well taken 
heed of by all men, leaſt they catch great hurt, 
when they hope for ſome great profit. 

But if a — be diſcreetly mini ſtred to him 
that hath need of it in due time, and hy an apt and 
mecte medicine, which is of that fagce and ability 
to draw out the abounding humours in ſufficient 

ſuantit ie: then doth the medicine purchaſe moſſ 
ie great commodities vnto the body, for it 
euacuateth and emptieth out al the chiefeſt cauſes 
of the diſeaſes and ſicknoſſe s, either preſent or elſe 
to come, being ingendred of any ſuperfluous or 
corrupt humor, as re commonly Fexers, Tertian, 


Quar- 
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Quart aine,quotidian,or Fluxes, & are cauſedofraw 
humors or ſharpe choller, Drosſies, Gowts,Paulſies , 
Litergies, and diuers other, &c. 

Note alſo, that before a Purgation be miniſtred, 
there ought a medicine to be talen, which ſhould 
prepare the body, and make it apt to purge, and 
therefore it is called a preparatiue: it is giuen for 
two cauſes , either to diuide, extenuate, and make 
them groſſe and elammie humors that they ma 
be ready to flow out, when the medicine drawet 
them, or elſe it is giuen to open & vnſtop the cun. 
duits and veſlells ofthe body, by which the Purga- 
tion muſt draw the ſuperfluous humors to it. 

And this is that which Hypocrares doth coun- 
ſaile in the firſt 4phoriſare of his ſecõd book, where 
he ſaith, Corpora cum quiſque purgare vuluerit, oppor- 
tet fluuia facere, that is ken any man wil purge the 
body, hee muſt make it flowing, by opening and 
vn- opening of the veſſells. 

The molt meeteſt time of all to receiue a Purga- 


tion is in the morning, for then are all the digeſti- 
ont perfectly finiſhed,and the ſtomacke is without 


meat. There is alſo great heede to be taken in what 
ſigne the Moone is in, before ſuch time as any Pur- 
gation be miniſtred, for ſome ſignes are very good 
for it, and other ſome are euill. Therefore I would 
wiſh all ſuch as doe take vpon them the miniſtring 
of any purgatian, to haue great regard before they 
doe miniſter it to the icke perſon, the time, & the 
place grieued, & alſo to maike wel al ſuch things as 
are before rehearſed, leaſt that they doe more hurt 
NN D 2 there- 
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thereby in one day to that fickeperſon, then they 
are able to doe him good in a whole yeare, andyet 
they may doe it of meere ſimplicity, not knowing 
themſelues what they haue done, neither are they 
able to cure the ſame wound which they them- 
ſelues haue made. 

A Purgation muſt bee taken hot, for ſo it offen- 
deth the Bo macke leaſt, and it will worke the ſoo- 
ner and better. | 

Alſo thoſe that are apt to vomit, and are not a- 
ble to endure the ſmell ot the Purgation, let them 
ſtop their noſthrils, or elſe let them ſinell to ſome 
odoriferous thing, when they are about to take it, 
and as ſoon as it is taken it is good for the Patient, 
to ſmell to a toſte of — dipped in Vi- 
negar, and to apply warme clothes to the ſtomack 
and to waſh the mouth preſently aſter that it is ta- 
ken, with ſome odoriferous Wine, or elſe to chew 
ſome ſweet and pleaſant thing to take away the 
bitter taſt or ſmell of the Medicine, and ſo by this 
meanes vomitting ſhall be eſchewed. 

Note alſo that for the ſpace of one houre after 
that any Purgation is miniſtred to any ſick perſon, 
let the patient fic ſtill and be quiet: & (in any caſe) 
let him abſtaine from ſleepe toure or five houres 
after, whereby the ſtrength of the medicine may 
the better paſſe into all parts of his body: but if 
the Purgation doe worke but ſlowly, then let him 
walke vp and downe for a good ſpace after, if hee 
can, and when it worketh perfectly, then let there 
be great care of ficepe taken, (as aforeſaid ) for 
| theres 
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thereby the O peration of the Medicine would be 
ſoone ſtopped,and the Patient brought into great 
daunger. . 

Likewiſe, in the tim: of purging, immoderate 
heate and colde are to be eſchewed: and therefore 
a great fire is neceſſary , inſomuch as the cold and 
open ayreareboth hurtfull: for the body muſt be 
kept in a temperate heate. | 

Moreouer after that the Purgation hath done 
working, the paticnt muſt bee nouriſhed with a 
meane quantitie of warme broth, that will breede 

ood iuyce, and be eaſily digeſted: and afterwards 
— little and little, returne to his accuſtomed dyet 
againe. | 

Thus haue I (as briefely asI could) heere ex- 
preſſed and declared the c ommodities & diſcom- 
modities that doe ariſe and grew as well by the 
miniſtring of ſuch meet medicines as are neceſſary 
to be ſee, both for the recouery and preſeruation 
of mans bodily health: as alſo for the commodi- 
tie & diſcommodity that enſueth of Blond-letting 
and Purging, (being all well and rightly miniſtred 
and vſed) and contrariwiſe of the great danger & 
hurt that doth come thereof, if at any time they be 
miſ-vſed: & th erefore, Iould wiſh al men as they 
doe tender both their health and liues,) to beware 
of thoſe ignorant and vn-skilfull perfons , who 
(moſt commonly) vſe to open but one kinde of 
Veine for all manuer of diſeaſes, & do alſo vſe but 
one kinde of Purgation againſt all humors not re- 
garding, nor —_— with themſelues any 


3 thing 
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thing at all, either of the ſtrength or age of 
Patient, the time of the yeare, or the nrſt original] 

cauſe of the comming ofthe Diſeaſe, what ſoeuer 
Diſcaſe ſocuer it be, or of any other the circumſt- 
ances (in this treatiſe) heretofare ſpoken of: but 
let them that are grieued with any manner of Di- 
ſeaſe, alwaies vl for the counſell and helpe of 
ſuch as ar knowne to be both learned and skilfull 
in Phifick and Chirurgery , and are aiſo circum- 
ſpect [as it is moſt needfull theyſhould be) in all 
their proceedings vnto arte. And who for the 
moſt part, will duely and rightly conſider, before 
they miniſter any midicine to the ficke perſon , 
hat neede he hath, and what is moſt meete to be 
miniſtred vnto to him for his diſeaſe. And alſo let 
the Phiſition note, that in the miniſtring ofall po- 
tions, Electuaries & Pils, there ought ble greater 
obſeruations to be had, then there * ot to bee 
in Gliſters of ſuppoſitories, for aa much as thoſe 
doe enter no further then into the Gutte where 
the ordure lieth, and by that place onely bringeth 
forth the matter which cauſeth the diſeaſe: but 
the other entring into that way which both 
meates and drinkes doe come into the ſtomacke, 
and there is boyled and ſent into the places of di- 
geſtion, & afterwards is mixt with the iuice, where 
of the ſubſtance of the body is made: and expell- 
ing the aduerſary humors: Yet ſome part there- 
of remayneth in the Body. VVherefore People 
ought to take heede & be carefull what Medicines 
they doc receiue, that ia them there be no vene- 


noſitie, 
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nofity, malice or corruption: leaſt for the expel- 
ling of a ſuperfluous humour, which perhaps ſome 
ood dyet, or ſome good & holſome broath made 
of good hearbes, or that the ſaid euacuation with 
ſuppoſitorie or gliſter, might bring forth at lea- 
ſure: rather then by deſiring of too haſtie remedy, 
they receiue in Medicine at which ſhall ingender 
any venomous humour and vnevitable diſtruction 
into all the whole body: And therefore it is a moſt 
— thing for thoſe that are ſicke and diſea- 
„ that can finde out, a skilfull, diſcreete, and 
learned Phiſition, and eſpecially ſuch a one, as both 
his Medicines and Druggs are alwaies perfect and 
good, & not any maner of way corrupted, More- 
oucr it is chiefely to be regarded in all ſorts of peo- 
ple, that all bodies that are hot and moyſt may ea- 
ſlly ſuſtaine Purgation by ſtoole. All ſuch perſons 
as be leane and thinne hauing their members ten- 
der, may take great harme by purging. Thoſe that 
are Chollericke, and thoſe that vſe to eat little, 
Purging is very ill for them. Alſo for young 
children and aged perſons, it is very dangerous 
for them to looſen their bodies more then · great 
neceſsity requireth. Likewiſe for theſe that are not 
accuſtomed to purge it is very noyſome and hurt- 
full vnto them: but for thoſe that line in good or- 
der of dyet they neede neither Purgation nor vo- 
mite: Note alſo that after any purgation hath 
wrought to full perfection: Then thirſtines and: 
ſound ſleeping be good ſignes and tokens that the 
body is ſufficiently purged; likewiſe by daily rak- 
ing 
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ing of Medicines, and by daily purging, nature is 
or corrupted. 

When you will purge any thing, firſt be ſure to 
make the matter flowing and ſoluble. 

A Medicine to purge ought not to be mingled 
with any manner of meat : but to bee taken foure 
houres at the leaſt before meales, or three houres 
after meales: except certaine eaſie pills made of 
purpoſe to clenſe and comfort the ſtomack which 
of right out to. be taken at the beginning of ſup- 
per or after ſupper or a little before that one goeth 
to bed, but let the patient be ſure to make but ey- 
ther a light ſupper or elſe none at all. And after a 
purgatio talen, the patient ought to take good reſt 
and not walke ouermuch vntill the Medicine hath 
wrought, nor eat nor drinke any thing at all in the 
meane ſpace. Theſe things haue | thought good 
to put the practiſers heereof in remembrance of, 
becauſe I haue both ſcene and knowne many (that 
profeſſed themſelues Artiſtes) to haue forgotten 
to inſtruct and direct their Patients in right courſe 
as they ought to haue done for the 8 od gouern- 
ment of themſeclues, after they had taken eyther 
purge or vomit.But now I wil here ceaſe to intreat 
any more of theſe things, (and according to my 
ſimple skill to ſpeake ſomewhat of the moſt part 
of all ſuch diſeaſes as are incident to mans bod 


as well inwardly as outwardly : and alſo of all ſuc 
medicines (being duely and rightly miniſtred) as 
ate moſt meet and conuenient to be vſed for 
the cure of the ſame diſcaſe what- 
ſoeuer it be.

mine ewneſelfe in the 7 of the fame difeaſe ; Bur it is 
well to be conſidered that there be diuers and ſundry kinds 
of Pox, (as the Swine Pox, ſmall Poxe,&c, Which are vſuall 
amongſt young people ) and the French Pox , moſt dan- 
beg of all, which commeth divers and ſundry wayes, As 
y drifKking and keeping of bad company, both wen and 
wemen, in havin carnall copulation with thoſe that are in- 
feed with this falthy diſeaſe, alſo in eating, drinking and 
keeping of company with thoſe that are infected there- 
. with, And alſo it is taken by divers & ſundry other meanes 
and wayes which heere it would be too tedious to be ſpoken 
of, But yet neuerthelcs, according to thar little knowledge 
and experience that 1 have in the curing of this difeaſe , 1 
haue heere ſet downe the Medicines themſelues, as briefe- 
ly as I can, with the intent that the vn kilfull may the more 
enfjcr leatne to cure this diſeaſe, (Which now remaineth too 
common in this age) which by mes nes thereof many peo. 
ple are diff 15 the face, imperſt & in their ſ — 
iv their limbes and joynts, full of paine and ches in their 
bones, beſides many N humor: in theit _

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And many are veterly diſmembred and ſpoyled in diuers o- 

ther patts of, their bodies, and many doe looſe their ſiues 

thereby for want of helpe in due time: therefore ler thoſe 

that ace skilfull inſtruct the yn-skiltull, and let every rwan or 

woman indeauour themſelues to learne and find out all ſuch 

things as are & may be for the preſeruation of health, which 

is the onely lewell that a man hach in this life; for which

tune of the continuance of his cure: And likewiſe great cars 
muſt bee had, that he take not colde, fo2 either of both will 
hurt the ficke perſon very much. Therefoze if the ſicke per⸗ 
ſon be to be cured in winter, oz in the Autume, hee muſt be 
ſare to haue fire in his Chamber euery mozning early (ef- 
petially befoꝛe dap, foꝛ then the colde is moſt feruent ) Allo 
the clefts of the windowes, and chinks in the wals muſt be 
cloſe ſtopped with moꝛter oz other things. And the chamber 
doze(wherein he is ſo kept) mult be cloſe ſtopped, and coue- 
red oucr with a touerlet o carpet, whereby no told may illut 
in at the creniſſes oꝛ chinks of the ſame. And when hee is 
thus oꝛdꝛed his meat muſt be diminiſhed by little and little, 
firſt the fourth part of that which he was wont ts rate, and 
then the third part, and ſhoꝛtly after the one dj. whereby he 
map vſe himſelfe to ſuffer hunger as much as may be. And 
his Mine if he doe dzinke any, muſt be mingled with fairs 
water: Then he muſt haue ſuch a purgation miniffred-vn- 
to him, as ſhall bes thought conuenient to take away the 
matter oꝛ cauſe which nouriſheth the diſeaſe oz els luch a one 
as will clenſe the belly perfectly. That being done, the cure 
may begin in this manner and doubtles to bee bzought 
to good perfection, if it be o2derly done as it ought to be.

But certainly the moze 
hunger the ſick perſon abideth, during the time of his cure 
the moze perfocter and quicklier hee ſhall bee cured: and al- 
though his defire of eating grow daily moze and moꝛe: yet 
hemuſt remember to abſtain from meat as much as he polli⸗ 
bly tan comfo2ting himſelfe with the aCurance of health if 
he do. And fozaſmuch alſo as the body which is waſted and 
emptied, not onely with hunger but alſo with ſweat, and 
being a long tune, as a dead body thzough the griefe and ve-

Au Cagod quantity of Arſenicke, and put 
to it a cloue of Garlicke , and beate them both 
4 togither in a Pozter; and then lay the ſame 
I moiſt vpon the Mart (but let it touch no 
ne place elſe as neare as pou tan / and it will 
cleane periſh the Mart, and take it away in one night: but 
if the Mart be vpon the fate: then take a Beane leafe and 
couer pour eyes therewith, that no part of the Pedifine 
come into them, and if there be no Beane leaues to be had: 
then take a little peece of white leather and couer them. 

Alſo take the heart oz pyth of a red Cole woort ſtamped 
well, and tempꝛed well with a little Hunny and the Mart 
rubd oftentimes well therewith, and it will take it away. 

Likewiſe take 3:92 4. handfulls of Wild Tanſie, and 2. 
penupwoꝛth of May Butter vnſaulted, and 2. pennyſvoꝛth of 
Quickſiluer, (and mince the Tanſie ſmall, and then put 
it tothe Butter, and ſet it on the fire, + let them boyle well 
togither, (that done) take the ſame from of the fire againe, 
and then ſtraine it through a fine linnen cloath, but put in 
your Nuickſiluer firſt befo2e you ſtraine it, a let it be well 
mingled with the reſt, and then annoynt the place therewith 
where the warts arez and this will take' them cleane away. 

Allo take the Woodbinde and ſeeth it in favre ruming 
Water with Miow from a pottlie to a quart, and then waſh 
the place where the Warts are, and this will take then quite
